PARIS, Sept. 7.—For the first 
time in the history of aviation. 
successful practical flights were 
carried out here by a full-sized 
airplane, driven only by ordinary 
automobile engines. The machine 
used was a especial make, designed 
by the inventor, M. Demonge. Two 
engines were used. They were or- 
dinary nine-horsepower Bug«allis.’ 
| The airplane which according to 
experts, may herald a new era of 
flying, is unusual principally in 
the fact that it possesses no fu- 
selage body. A Milerons tail rud- 
der is attached to a single front 
wing by two. steel rods only. The 
pilot and passengers are installed 
in the center of this front wing 
between two engines. Its span is 
slightly more than thirty-eight 
feet and its greatest width is about

by Student Mob 
in Shanghai Riot

SHANGHAI, Sept. 7.—c. C. El- 
rod, an American employed by the 
municipal revenue department, was 
seriously injured today when he 
was attacked by members of a 
mob of 6060 students marching on 
the central police station in the 
heart of the foreign settlement.

FORGOTTEN 


BE DIVIDED 


One-third of $55,000,000 
Estate Will Go to Heirs in 
San Francisco 


(BY A. P. wind) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 17.— 
One-third of a forgotten fortune of 
$65,000,000, which for a century 
has lain dormant and unclaimed 
in the Bank of England, London, 
may be divided among three San 
Francisco descendants of Don 
Juan de Segui, Spanish’ pioneer of 
Guatemala, who was driven from 
Central America by political vicis- 
situdes and died in England abont 
100 years ago. This information 
was given out today by Mrs. Vic- 
torla Abella, who said she was a 
great-granddaughter of the Span- 
ish don and that we =F her good 
fortune had just n received 
from Guatemalan agents of the 
Bank of England. 

Mrs. Abella, who is well to do 
in her own right and prominent 
s®cially, said the $18,000,000 rep- 
resenting one-third of the estate, 
would be divided equally among 
herself and two children, Henry 
Abella and Mrs. Frank Davidson 
King, a married daughter. The 
Abella family came here in 1920 
so the two children might tom- 
plete their education. Henry is a 
law student at St. Ignatius College. 
Mrs. Abella said the remaining 
two-thirds of the estate will go to 
her four sisters in Central America. 

“We knew that Don Juan left 
some holdings in the Bank of En- 
gland,” said Mrs. Abella, “but we 
had no idea that the amount Was 
so large. His widow made no at- 
tempt to claim the property after 
his death and the matter was al- 
lowed to lie dormant.”

the result of the negotiations, if 
they succeed, will be t0 bind cer- 
tain nations, which are members 
of the League, by obligations simi- 
lar to those provided for in the Ge- 
neva peace protocol. 

The protocol, M. Painleve said 
has failed of ratification chiefly be- 
cause of the refusal of som* 
powers, including Bngiland, te ac- 
cept the system of penalties again: 
an aggressor state therein pro- 
vided. He boldly suggested a Way 
out of this difficulty concerning the 
protocol by counselling the crea- 
tion of a modified protocol which 
would not bind immediately all the 
countries of the world by the samic 
universal formula, but weuld in- 
clude a series of regional pacts be- 
tween states which are perhaps 
prone to conflicts, leaving ali oth- 
er members of the gue bound 
by thé general obligations of the 
covenant, 

Painting a word picture of the 
United States of sixty years ago. 
when rent by a terrible Civil War. 
M. Painleve declared that Europe 
could learn a lesson from the way 
the United States had found itself 
and solved ‘its terrifi¢ problems. He 
received an outburst of wild ap- 
plause when he declared that, the 
possibilities of lasting peace are 
not less strong in Europe today 
than they were in 1867 on the 
American continent. 

He argued special concentration 
on the solution of international 
economic problems, saying that if 
economic forces are allowed “to 
break loose in all their brutality, 
all agreements will collapse and the 
specter of war will suddenly ap- 
pear.” - 


CO-OPERATION CTTED 

“On the other side of the Atlan- 
tie,” he said, “there is a great de- 
mocracy Which stood at the cradle 
of the League, but which has not 
accepted official participation 
in it. It desires to serve the cause 
of peace in its own way. But the 
ideal by which the Fatherland of 
Washington and Lincoln is actu- 
ated is so human and approaches 
so closely to your own, that the 
League and America are impelled 
by force of circumstances to co- 
operate freely for the good of hu- 
manity.” 

He emphasized that the Perma- 
nent Court of Internationa] Jus- 
tice——“the principle of which ap- 
parently is approved by President 
Coolldge”—has its existence sep- 
arate from the League and then 
remarked that the United States 
had taken part In all the League's 
humanitarian work, while numer- 
ous Americans have given the 
League the benefit of their excep- 
tional capacity in difficult missions. 
He predicted that such points of 
contact will increase in the future.

er. when he became Minister of 
Public Instruction in the Cabinet 
of M. Doumergueé. 

The fateful year of 1914, which 
ushered in the World War, saw 
Viviani with the reine of govern- 
ment In his own hande for the first 
time, after the Chamber had re- 
fused to accept a Cabinet formed 
by Alexandre Rvot. 

As Prime Minister in the most 
tremendous crisis in French his- 
tory since the revolution, Vivian! 
immediately put into effect the pa- 
cific policies which had marked 
his political career from the first. 
He seconded heartily the éfforts of 
Sir Badward Grey to bring about 
mediation between the distinterest- 
ed powers, and even invited the 
criticiem of his own people by 
withdrawing the French troops 
seven miles from the frontier in 
order to avold incidents that might 
invoke war. 

Vivian! was in Petrograd with 
President Poincare when the Aus- 
trian ultimatum was delivered to 
Serdia, and immediately notified 
his government to advise a con- 
ciliatory attitude in the part of the 
challenged nation. 


BECAME VICE-PRESIDENT 


For more than a year he guided 
the War Cabinet, and then con- 
sented to take a less active role 
as Vice-President in order to per- 
mit Briand to organise the “Sacred 
Union” Cabinet, in which all po- 
litical partiés were represented, 
and all living @x-Premiers were 
included. He retired from the gov- 
ernment September 13, 1917, when 
Painleve succeeded Briand as 
Premier. 

In the meantime Vivian! 
visited the United States 
Marshal Joffre as head of the 
Fre delegation which came here 
to consult with the government on 
the Buropéan war. He made a 
second visit in 1921 on the event- 
ful occasion of the Washington 
Armament Conference, when his 
role wae far more dificult. 

As an orator, Vivian! had no 
equal in French history. Possessed 
of a clear, high tenor voice, which 
he learned to use with astounding 
effectiveness, the Parisian lawyer 
often wrested acclamations from | 
political opponents who disagreed | 
with @¢Very statement he made. | 
Had he adopted the 
profession instead of the law, many 
believe hé would have made the 
greatest actor of all time. 


URGED OHURCH SEPARATION 

Always an active worker in the 
campaign to separate the affairs 
of church and state, Viviani in the 
Chamber of Deputies urged the 
government to eliminate religious 
influence from public affairs. Prot

Taxpayers will know the bad 
news today. 

The County Board of Supervi- 
sore, ite morale stiffened by rest 
over a week-end and ‘holiday in 
succession, will make its aanual 
inroad on the purse and 
sions of every owner of property 
in the county y setting the an- 
nual tax levy this morning. 

The result of the deliberations 
probably will be Diow to those 
optimists who have been looking 
forward toa reduction.

Hope for a reduction was based 
on the city budget, which showed 
a decrease of 9 cents in its tax 
levy requirements, as compared 
with last year.

of the Santa Fe Railroad's right of 
way being on the north side of 
Slauson avenue, the land required 
for most 3f the widening must be 
taken from the south side of the 
ptreet. In some cases from twenty- 
two feet to twenty-seven feet must 
be taken. 


MOVING NECESSARY 
It will be necessary to move back 
existing south-side curbs and side- 


walks, but the cost of this land and 
work which will be included in the 
total cost of the improvement will 
be many times offéet by the in- 
crease in value of the property 
after Slauson avenue is widened, 
Councilman Shaw said.

California .is destined to be- 
come one of the most important 
cotten-producing States in the Un- 
as constantly increasing land 
‘areas adapted to this staple are 
brought under irrigation. ac cording 
to T. H. Kearney of Washington 
senior physiologist of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry of the United 
States Agricultural Department. 

Mr. Kearney, who arrived at the 
, Alexandria yesterday, has special- 
‘ized in the development of cot 
) ton and is at present conducting 
jexperiments with different types of 
the cotton plant at the recently 
established government experiment 
yo rang at Torrey Pines near La 
olla. 


YEAR-ROUND LOCATION 

“The station was located at this 
place because it is one of the few 
spots in the country where the 
/cotton plant can be grown the 
|year around,” said Mr. Kearney. 
“We are making tests with types 


-| from all parts of the world where 


cotton grows in an endeavor to 
develop the varieties best adapt- 
ed to the different sections of the 
State. 

“It is probable that eventually a 
variety will be found that can be 
grown in the virtually frostiess 
parts of California without annual 
replanting.” Mr. Kearney said. 
“Perennial varieties flourish in 
some parts of the world, in many 
attaining a height of 
twenty feet and producing a crop 
annually,” he explained. ‘These 
,types are mainly confined to the 
jmeore fancy varieties, however, and 
'it is not likely they will ever form 
the bulk of the commercial crop, 
even in California.” 


HIGH-GRADE PRODUCT 


| This year the area devoted to 
cotton in this State amounts to

First, I'll tell you what not to 
do for carbuncles: Do not poultice 
with flaxseed, bread and milk, et- 
cetera, or any other home poultice, 
for the same reason that you do 
not poultice bolls or any other 
sores, and that is that poultices are 
breedem of germs. 

Treatment: Stellwagon believes 
that opérative treatment, per- 
formed before sloughing, is the 
proper method, rather than allow- 
ing the carbuncle to continue to 
the stage of sloughing Itself. 

Morrison, tn one of the A.M.A. 
journals, telle of the successful 
treatment of twenty-eight cases 
with a paste made of epsom salts. 
This is the procedure he used in 
these cases: 

Eleven ounces of glycerine are 
put In a hot mortar and one and 
a half pounds of epsom salts are 
added, siowly stirred. and ‘mixed 
with a warm pestie. The white 
crea resulting is spread thickly 
on a piece of sterile gauze suf- 
ficiently large to extend ower the 
whole area and some part around 
liberally. Over this is placed an- 
other cloth and a large amount of 
cotton well 
with a bandage and leave  wn- 
changed for twelve to twenty-four 
hours and then renew. _ 

Within a few days the central 
slough separates. and the raw gran- 
ulating surface is left. After the 
siough comes out the ulcer is 
cressed with this paste until all of 
the sloughing is complete and the 
whole surface is clean. The cav- 
ity is then packed daily with 
strips of sterile gauze, one and one- 
half inches widé, wrung loosely 
out of a solution of the epsom 
salts, made by dissolving four

is renewed daily untill the healthy 
firm new tissue is level with the 
surrounding skin. This cah be 
then covered with skin grafts or 
the skin allowed to grow over from 
the edge, if the surface is not 
too extensive. 

If you aappen to be where a 
doctor is not available, you will 
have to let the skin or scar tissue 
grow. Keep it. covered with a 
piece of sterile gauze smeared over 
with plain petrolatum or lianoline 
and changed daily, until all healed.
